Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims have been amended by the applicants to remove species not elected 
during initial election of species, leaving only elected phenols and substituted phenols. 
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1 12, 2 nd paragraph rejection is hereby withdrawn, since the applicants provide more 
enough examples of phenols and substituted phenols. More specific chemical formulas are 
further depicted in instant claims 21 . 

Newly added claim 22, is supported by paragraph [0154] of the specification and contains 
all allowable subject matter of independent claim 14. 

As it was indicated in the final office action dated 9/10/2007 the prior art of records does 
not teach M w /M n of 1 .8-3. The closest prior art of record that was applied against present claims 
recited M w /M n of 5-60. There is no motivation in the teachings of NI YOGI to reduce M w /Mn so 
drastically since it would affect the molecular weight of the polymer being intercalated between 
clay platelets and thereby effective intercalation process. 

During updated search the examiner found disclosure of WERMTER, US 2006/0122308, 
which has effective filing date of 7/1 3/2005 and therefore is not applicable as a prior art.
